No Such Names. 

He declared that in the Chineso 
Army are no divisional commanders 
named Yang Yu-ting and Li Tsu- 
pel. Of the other names mentioned 
by the Japanese, Licut. General Liu 
Shang-chilr is very much alive, He 
visited Chungking recently. 

General Liu Chien-hsu, who was 
alleged to have been killed in a 
Japanese alr raid, is directing opera- 
tions at the front and has just sent 
a telegram to Chungking reporting 
the success of his troops.
